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Peterborough, with its Town Hall and Church, is the 
most important town in the Fen Country. Originally it was 
named Medeshamstede—the homestead in the meadows. 
The principal item of interest in Peterborough is its 
Cathedral, which is considered one of the most beautiful 
examples of architectural art in England.
